The Hudson River region produced 
l,(^'">..los,(MK) bricks in ISIS, valued at 
10,610,061, uccordfng to a statement 
by Jefferson Middleton, of the I'nited 
vStates (leological Survey. Large as 
these figures are, they show a decrease 
of l'ii7,><7H,iiiiii bricks and *M«7,II« in 
value compared with 101B< 

New York City is the leading mar- 
ket for common brick in the I'nited 
Htates, hundreds of millions of brick 
being used there unnually. The prin- 
cipal source of this supply is the Hud- 
son Itiver region, extt'adiug from New 
York to Coliocs on both sides of the 
river. 

The principal use of the brick mailt) 
in the Hudson River region in and 
probably always will be in the build- 
ing industry of New York. Notwith 
stuudiug the fact that the expenditures 
for building operations in New York 
City decreused about 35 per ee«flt. in 
Ifll compared with H>12, the number of 
brick marketed decreased less than half 
as much, thus showiug that the use of 
brick in building is expanding aud that 
they are also beiug used more extensive- 
ly than ever before for other purposes, 
such as sewers aud aubwaya. The 
"back to brick" campaign in apparent 
ly having its effect, Mot only on the de 
maud for common brick, but also on 
that for the higher grades of building 
brick aud other clay products, euch as 
hollow building brick, tile, and terra 
cotta.

Heretofore when the clerk issuing a 
marriage license was satisfied as to till- 
age of the contracting parties, nothing 
further was asked but thr.igs will bt 
different when a couple, old or young, 
steps up to the counUr and calls for 
the document that. will unite them. 

After the groom gives his ago to the 
clerk (and by the way the bride to be 
piesent and unswer for herself) he will 
be required to give the names of his 
parents, place of birth, occupation, and 
whether single or divorced. To make 
the matter just a little more bindr.ig as 
well as difficult, the clerk may in bis 
discretion require the executiou of a 
bond in the sum of tlOO with guod se 
curity. Both prospective bride groom 
uud bride-to-be niiwt also state the con 
dition of their health.
